For 
years Indiana has led the state in the percentage of its teachers who 
have college and graduate degrees as background for their work. 
The faculty has as objectives in their work seven principles: 1.) that 
each student receive training in establishing and maintaining a 
home, ep) that each develop vocational efficiency, Si) that each 
learn to engage in wholesome social relationships, 4.) that each 
assume responsibility to his government, 5.) that each be trained 
for personal fitness, 6.) that each build a fine pattern of ethical 
living, and 7.) that each enlarge his powers of esthetic apprecia- 
tion.
